On the evening of September 7 the 
Most Reverend Richard O. Gerow, 
ID.D., Bishop of Natchez, officiated at 
the solemn dedication of our new 
Major Seminary. A procession was 
formed in the chapel of our Prepara- 
tory Seminary and the official liturgi- 
cal services for the blessing of a school 
were begun and completed at the 
Major Seminary. 

At the close of the impressive cere- 
mony His Excellency spoke words of 
praise of the Society of the Divine 

i@ Word. He also sincerely encouraged 
all those who would study there: and 
expressed the hope that many zealous 
and holy priests would come forth 
from those walls to carry the Gospel 
to countless souls. 

The ceremonies were well attended 
by the clergy of the vicinity. There 
were present among others the Right 
Reverend Abbot Columban Thuis, 
O.S.B., of St. Joseph’s Abbey, Cov- 
ington, La., and some twenty priests 
from the Gulf Coast. Sev- 
eral Orders of Religious Sis- 
ters were represented and a 
large crowd of laity, both 
white and colored. 


Five of the twelve semi- 
narians who will occupy the 
new building arrived that 
same noon. They have just 
completed their two years’ 
novitiate course and made 
their first vows in the So- 
ciety of the Divine Word 
on August 15. 


The following day, Sep- 
tember 8, the feast of the 
Nativity of the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, witnessed an- 
other memorable event in 
the history of St. Augus- 
tine’s Seminary. At a sol- 
emn Mass, three of the sem- 


inarians made their final vows in the 
Society of the Divine Word, thus be- 
coming full-fledged members of the 
Society. Three others again renewed 
their temporal vows for a period of 
one year. The three seminarians who 
made their final vows received the Sub- 
deaconship from His Excellency Bish- 
op Richard O. Gerow, D.D., on the 
feast of Christ the King, October 29. 
They will receive the Deaconship on 
Thanksgiving Day, November 30. 
The next step will be ordination to 
the Priesthood. The date of which 
will be published later. 

The Major Seminary building, con- 
structed of pressed red brick, is of a 
strictly modern type. It is set back 
600 feet from the road, thereby fur- 
nishing a better view of the building 
and providing for an imposing en- 
trance. The interior is completely 
equipped with every modern device 
known to building for safety and con- 
venience. The picture which we in-

sert gives you a front view of the 
Seminary. It is a two-story structure, 
100 feet in length, and 45 feet in 
width. The interior of the building 
consists of two offices and private 
rooms for two priests, twelve single 
rooms for twelve seminarians, four 
classrooms, a laboratory, a chapel, a 
parlor, bath and storerooms, and two 
porches for recreational purposes.

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A standing tribute to the memory of Fr. 
Stephen Eckert, O.M.Cap., is the Mission of 
St. Benedict the Moor in Milwaukee, Wis. 
Though Fr. Stephen died in 1923, the pres- 
ent fine Mission plant of St. Benedict is a 
direct outgrowth of his early labors. He 
became the first resident pastor of St. Bene- 
dict’s in 1913, when there were very few 
Negro Catholics in Milwaukee. Fr. Stephen 
worked hard, and prayed hard, and soon he 
was able to open, first a day school for 
colored children, and finally a home for 
orphans. Today this latter institution has de- 
veloped into a boarding school for the Negro 
youth of several states. Fr. Berchmans Bit- 
tle, O.M.Cap. yritten a book, “A Herald 
of the Great King,” which gives an admirable 
insight into the te of this modern Apostle 
of the Negroes. Reviewing this biography, 
the Colored Harvest asks: “If one priest can 


accomplish so much with so little, what could 
not a thousand priests with the wherewithal 
do?”

Many papers are reporting that the Na- 
tional Recovery Act is inadvertently defeat- 
ing its own ends wherever the Negro comes 
into the question. Most white employers have 
heretofore used colored help in preference to 
white because it was cheaper; but now that 
the codes demand equal wages for all, re- 
gardless of color, Negroes are being  dis- 
charged and white help hired instead. This is 
so manifestly unfair and unjust that several 
daily papers have taken up the cudgel in be- 
half of fair play, and one of them, the Nor- 
folk Virginian Pilot, declares: “It would be 
a grim and most tragic commentary on the 
national recovery effort if business and in- 
dustrial regimentation directed to lifting the 
people out of the depression should operate 
to plunge the most depressed of them into a 
worse depression still.” And, happy to say, 
our Catholic magazines have not been be- 
hind in denouncing this flagrant injustice 
America, The Sign, Our Colored Missio 
The Interracial Revie and others have 
arisen to fight for the Right. The Colored 
Harvest in an editorial says that some Ne- 
groes are interpreting N.R.A. to mean “Ne- 
gro Run Away.” The editorial then goes 
on to give some practical suggestions to 
Catholic employers of colored help: “You 
can do something about this matter if you 
happen to employ Negro help. You can see to 
it, first of all, that they get a decent wage. 
Your conscience must be clear on this mat- 
ter.... Secondly, if eventually your colored 
help is covered by code regulations, do not, 
in the name of justice, discharge them in 
favor of another merely on a basis of skin 
color. Make N.R.A. mean ‘Negro Remain 
Awhile.’ ”

A missionary writes of a “new experience 
in Negro psychology” furnished by the non- 
Catholic mother of one of his little girl con- 
yerts, This little girl, who had never missed 
Mass since her baptism, was absent one Sun- 
day. When the missioner called at her home 
and asked her mother the reason, he received 
this reply: “Well, Father, I had to punish 


her, and as she likes nothing better than to 
go to Church and Sunday-school, I thought 
that was the best punishment I could give her. 
She was dressed and ready to go, but then I 
told her: ‘D , child, you cannot go today, for 
a punishment.’ ” In closing the narration of 
this incident, Our Colored Missions adds: 
“What does this story teach? It teaches that 
we have children converts in the South who 
love the central act of our Holy Faith more 
than all else; it teaches that Negroes differ in 
no manner from ourselves, and that the devil 
seeks their souls the same as he seeks the 
souls of white men, endeavoring to lead them 
astray, and preventing their sanctification by 
trying i withhold the graces of God, so 
necessary for the black, the brown, the red, 
the wht ie the yellow man, and so efficacious 
in all of them.”

A fact that most Southern employers seem 
to have forgotten, was trenchantly stated by 
Miss Frances Perkins, Secretary of Labor, 
thus: “Negroes are also consumers... Their 
cost of living is not lower than the living 
costs of the whites..."

“The life of St. Peter Claver was one of 
heroic love, of unreserved sacrifice, of supreme 
mortification... Our selection of the out- 
standing act in St. Peter Claver’s life — the 
act which, as we believe, drew down a veri- 
table cloudburst of Heaven's graces upon his 
labors — touches a sore spot in the American 
Church... And this act may be told in the 
words of a recent writer: ‘His (St. Peter 
Claver's) work grew; conversions increased 
and soon it was necessary for him to use the 
Jesuit church. The white members of this 
church objected to the presence of slaves, but 
St. Peter Claver stood firm and reminded 
them that in God's House slaves have equal 
rights with their masters. Complaints ceased 
and the slaves remained.’ The act of de- 
manding the Catholicity of Christ's Church 
was the greatest in St. Peter Claver’s life. 
On that act it depended whether the spirit of 
Christ or the spirit of His adversary, the 
devil, would prevail throughout the Church 
of South America... There was no human 
wisdom in that act; but there was Divine 
Wisdom; whereof results give testimony. 
In North America it was deemed necessary 
to relegate the Negroes to choir-lofts, to set

Alphonse Elsbernd, 
S.V.D., who for the last two years had been 
studying in Rome. We also have with us, 
folks, the Rev. Matthew Jacoby, $.V.D., re 
cently professor at Girard, Pa.; the Rev 
William Bauer, $.V.D., and the Rev, Clarence 
Weber, S.V.D. From all indications they 
are satisfied with their new deal in the Sunny 
South, 


That the blessing of God has been abun- 
dantly bestowed upon the work of our saint- 
ly Founder, Father 
Growth of S.V.D. Arnold Janssen, no 
one will deny. But 
no one ever dreamt, and least of all Father 
Janssen himself, that the Society of the Di- 
vine Word would attain to gigantic propor- 
tions within the space of an ordinary life- 
time.

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The Diaconate 


We read in the Acts of the Apos- 
tles that in the early Church the 

postles soon found it necessary, on 
account of the many varied occupa- 
tions that were pressed upon them, to 
ordain zealous and holy young men 
as their helpers or colaborers in the 
sacred ministry. These received the 
name of Deacons, from a Greek word 
meaning servant or helper Seven 
were ordained Deacons in that first 
ordination class. 

The documents that have come 
down to us from the early Church 
speak of Deacons everywhere. who as 
sisted the Bishop and his Clergy in 
administering their sacred office 
Among the best known must be placed 
St. Lawrence, the Deacon and helper 
of Pope Sixtus II, who being com- 
manded by the heathen emperor to 
bring to him all the treasures of the 
Church asked for a few days’ respite 
in order to gather them together. On 
the appointed day he appeared before 
the magistrate surrounded by the poor, 
the lame, and the blind, whom the 
Church of Rome had been support- 
ing all those years. “These,” he 

the--magistrate, “!are the 
treasures of the Church.” And 
with firm step and glowing coun- 
tenance he went to his martyrdom 
It is he who, being martyred over 
a slow fire, had the courage to tell 
his executioners: “Now turn me 
over, as I am roasted enough on 
this side.” His remains now rest 
under the main altar of the church 
in Rome dedicated to his name. 
St. Stephen's relics were brought 
over from Palestine and placed side 
by side with them, so that one 
grave now holds the remains of the 
two most saintly and illustrious 
«Deacons of the Church. 
On December 27, the feast of St. 
‘John the Apostle, many priests, 
among them our Southern missiona- 
ties, and laity gathered at St. Augus- 
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tine’s to witness the impressive cere 
mony of ordaining three of our sem- 
inarians to the Deaconship, by His 
Excellency, the Most Reverend Rich- 
ard O. Gerow, Bishop of Natchez, 
Miss. During a Pontifical High Mass 
His Excellency called down upon 
them the Holy Ghost. The Holy 
Spirit came to them with the fulness 
of His graces and gifts. as He came 
upon St. Stephen and St. Lawrence 
when they were ordained Deacons.

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S.V.D. Invited to 
Diocese of Alexandria 


We are glad to announce’ the bey 
ginning of a new chapter in the his- 
tory of the Catholic Church in Amer- 
ica. This new chapter will be writ- 
ten when the Society of the Divine 
Word accepts the invitation of His 
Excellency, the Most Reverend Daniel 
F. Desmond, Bishop of Alexandria, 
La., to send her first three colored 
Priests to labor among the colored in 
the diocese of Alexandria, La. The 
invitation was extended by His Ex- 
cellency in a recent letter to the Pro- 
vincial of the Society. His Excel- 
lency proposed that a community 
house be erected in Mansura, La., for 
our three colored priests. From here 
they can work in Mansura among the 
colored people and also in the sur- 
rounding districts. In time the bishop 
intends to erect separate chapels at 
these places for the colored. his is 
the beginning of the work. Once the 
entire project begins to function from 
the one central house at Mansura, La., 
a later extension into new fields could 

be undertaken by erecting small 

chapels ~ here-and—. 

ieved that Bishop Desmond

first permanent step in the estab- 
lishment of a genuine colored cler- 
gy in the United States. There have 
been a few colored priests before, 
but the new movement seems to 
put things on much firmer grounds. 

The Catholic Herald, cember

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Short History of St. Augustine’s 


'HE record of growth from small 

beginnings to the producing of 
first fruits seems to possess something 
of perennial interest for the human 
mind, In view of this fact, we have 
decided to give our readers the benefit 
of a few recent perusals of the chron- 
icler’s pages and trace for them the de- 
velopment of St. Augustine’s to its 
present status. 

The Society's first attempts at 
founding a seminary for colored can- 
didates to the priesthood were made 
at Greenville, the ‘‘Queen-City of the 
Mississippi Delta.’ Hither the Rev. 
Joseph Stein, $.V.D., came in 1913 
with the purpose of founding a board- 
ing school which should become a 
seminary. The missionaries at work 
in the South were very much inter- 
ested in the new project. In fact, it 
was the main topic of discussion in 
their annual conference the following 
year. And yet, it was not until 1920 
that Sacred Heart College, Greenville, 
was actually opened for the training 
of Negro youths for the priesthood. 
The reasons for this long gap of 
seven years between purpose and exe- 
cution are not far to seek. Religious 
institutions do not, like mushrooms, 
spring up overnight, and the work of 
establishing a native clergy in the 
South was beset with special difficul- 
ties. The opposition and adverse 
criticism, the obstacles, financial, re- 
ligious, and social encountered by 
these first brave pioneers can hardly be 


imagined in the face of the accom- 


plished fact. But they were real and 
adverse factors to be reckoned with, 
and to be overcome only by prayer 
and patient endeavor. 

But to return to the subject of the 
actual founding. The enthusiastic 
pastor of Meridian, Miss., the Rev. 
Joseph Wendel, was the moving spirit. 
He was ably seconded by the newly 
Ordained and zealous Rev. P. M. 


Christman, but recently come to the 
South. However, since others outside 
the group of missionaries considered 
such an undertaking untimely, the 
Fathers could do nothing but prepare 
themselves and bide their time. The 
new move lost its most ardent sup- 
porter in February, 1920, when Rev. 
Joseph Wendel went to reap the re- 
ward of his labors. 

On the very day he died permission 
arrived to begin the new seminary. 
The Rey. P. M. Christman became his 
successor and, we might say, received 
a double portion of his spirit. With 
the aid of Mother Katharine Drexel 
and other kind friends he was able to 
erect a $6,000 frame building on the 
grounds of Sacred Heart Mission in 
Greenville. The building was so 
modest that it contained nothing but 
classrooms, a kitchen department and 
the refectory. For dormitory, the at- 
tic of the mission school had to be 
furnished. Classes opened on the first 
Monday of November, 1920, for the 
half-dozen students of Sacred Heart 
College. They could boast of having 
a Rector, Prefect, Teacher, and Proc- 
urator all in one man, who was bur- 
dened besides with the care of a mis- 
sion church and school. In 1922—23 
two Fathers, Rev. F. X. Baltes, $.V.D., 
and Rev. C. Schneider, S.V. D., came 
to the aid of the over-worked faculty, 
while the students filled their cramped 
quarters to overflowing. 

But it now became necessary to seek 
permanent quarters elsewhere. In 
spite of the excellent relations exist- 
ing between the good people of Green- 
ville and the seminary, it was quite 
apparent that a more Catholic loca- 
tion was desirable for the sake of the 
students and the fostering of voca- 
tions. Also, it would be more con- 
venient for the faculty to be nearer to 
some big city where mission supply 
work could be obtained. The little 


Gulf-coast town of Bay St. Louis, 
Miss., seemed to meet these require- 
ments. To the ‘‘Riviera of the South” 
then hastened the Rev. P. M. Christ- 
man to supervise the building of a 
new seminary, leaving his charges in 
the care of Rev. F. X. Baltes, Vice- 
Rector of Sacred Heart College. 

The compound of buildings erected 
by the Rev. P. M. Christman, and in- 
cluding a three-story preparatory sem- 
inary, a rectory and a refectory, if 
we except the major seminary ond a 
few minor alterations, the St. Augus- 
tine’s of today. The year 1926 saw 
its first graduates complete the six 
year course of classical studies. To 
date 29 graduates have finished their 
preparatory training, and of that 
number twelve are now scholastics, 
and six, clerical novices. 

The seminary received in 1929 the 
greatest trial it has had to sustain so 
far, when the grim Reaper stepped in 
and culled from among its members 
the Rev. P. M. Christman, its Found- 
er. He had worked with all his energy 
and ability for the cause of a colored 
clergy. But Divine Providence did 
not let him remain to see the fulfil- 
ment of his work so nobly begun. 
When the foundation was laid, God 
called His valiant laborer home to a 
much-needed rest. The Society was 
equal to the occasion, sending the Very 
Rev. G. J. Heffels, $.V. D., to replace 
him as Rector and continue the work. 

This year the Society has gathered 
the first fruits of the seeds sown in its 
seminary at Greenville thirteen years 
ago. Four students of the highest 
class were admitted to perpetual vows. 
The months of October and December 
saw them made subdeacons and dea- 
cons. They wtll be ordained to the 
priesthood on May 23, May they be- 
come fit instruments in the hands of 
the eternal High Priest for the salva- 
tion of their race!

ATHER KRAMER, editor of Our 

Colored Missions, writes in the 
April issue: “Lately, we had occasion 
to speak with the chaplain of a large 
Northern hospital — one of our few 
Catholic hosiptals which accept Ne- 
gro patients without discrimination of 
any kind. ‘Father,’ he said, ‘the 
spiritual destitution of our Negroes. is 
abysmal, but their reaction — the 
glow of the countenance, the sparkle 
of the eyes — to even the simplest 
truths of our Holy Religion trans- 
ports one to what must be the joys 
of Heaven.’ Oh, if all Catholics, our 
brethren in Christ — priests, Sisters, 
the laity — realized that the Catholic 
Church is the only hope of the Negro, 
because it recognizes in the Negro an 
immortal soul, as important in the 
sight of God as the soul of any other 
man! If then, all Catholics also un- 
derstood, that the work of the. Catho- 
lic Church is not optional with them, 
but a duty binding in conscience, 
what a change would be wrought! 
The thirteen millions of Negroes in 
the United States would be won to 
God.

rant is said by the Negro press to have brok- 
en down in the face of the determined effort 
of the Young Communnist League of the same 
city to obtain equal privileges for mémbers of 
the colored race with white frequenters of the 
place, A picket line was established in front 
of this restaurant last November, when the 
owner refused to ser eral Negro youths 
and girls who entered in company with white 
workers. Once this restaurant had discon- 
tinued its Jim-Crow policy, several other res- 
taurants in the neighborhood followed suit, 
because, they claimed, economic conditions 
forced them to serve Negroes as well as 
whites,”

as printed in the Interracial Review:

Dear Mrs, Tyrrell: 

I am writing you relative to the lusion 
of a colored student of this University from 
your restaurant. We have some six colore:| 
boys enrolled here, including Eddie Tolan, 
world famous runner of Olympic fame; Lar- 
ty Bleach, New York all city high school 
basketball star and University player, and 
other Negro boys of prom‘se. Our deliberate 
Policy is to afford these students all the fa- 
cilities of the University and not discriminate 
against them in any wi I should like to ask 
you and the owners of other campus restau- 
rants to serve this boy and any other colored 
student his meals if he comes to your restau- 
rant, and will have an understanding with all 
of the restaurants near the University. If any 
Student complains of this direction, please 
give me his name and I shall see that he 
called before the Faculty Board on Student 
Activities, of which I am chairman, and his 
intolerant and narrow racial views are cor- 
rected. The University administration admits 
these colored students on an equal basis and 
we wish our students and the business people 
of this district to share the broad tolerant 
views which we teach and try to exemplify 
here in regard to educational opportunities for 
the people of the colored race.
